noticed by the growers, but it IB the 
opinion of the entomologists that the 
insect-will prove just as destructive 
in 'these Areas as in the sections

teaveeyfre sVriously curled. Aft$r the 
lescrei *U .half grown the insect ordi- 
piro£fi^>&es them.

ftie-^frjjijjy to the fruit is eo severe 
that little bumps' or protuberances 
cover the; entire rind. 
In many in- 


stances .*' large part of the- fruit 
has slrepfly fallen from the frees. 
There is a question in the minds of 
the growers whether the' injured fruit 
outgrdwB the tough spots on the1 fruit 
caused by the new species of aphid. 


"Hoit" Pluto 


This aphis has been found to in- 


fest all varieties of citrus, but is 
especially injurious to varieties of 
the Mandarin family. It is next in- 
jurious to the s^eet orange and lastly 
to the grapefruit. It has been found 
on loquats, night shade, Mexcan rose, 
Jerusalem oak, milk weed, dogfennel 
and cudweed.

Thus far the most important pre- 


daceous enemies to this pest are four 
species of lady beetle, 
Syrphis fly 


]arvea and lace wing fly larvae. While 
these do a great deal of good, so far 
they have not been able to control the 
pebt bceause of lack of numbers. Thus 
far none of the wasp like parasites 
which are 
effective 
in controlling 


other aphids have been found to at- 
tack this new aphid to any appreci- 
able extent. Experiments with vari- 
ous methods of killing the aphid have 
been carried on persistently and in 
the most energetic way ever since 


sect, this work having been done by 
the bureau of entomology and by 
the Florida experiment station, with 
the result that a number of treat- 
ments have been found to give a very 
high percentage of mortality among 
the aphid. The most effective method 
of control so far seems to 'be that 
of dusting the trees. For this pur- 
pose tobacco extract and tobacco dust 
have been used effectively. 
The cal- 


cium cyanide is effective when used 
in tents. Various spray solutions of 
tobacco extract, oil emulsions, soaps, 
etc., are very effective in killing all 
insect pests leached, but does not 
get into the curled leaves as well as 
the dust. 
Oil emulsions usually used 


• for \vhite fly and scale insects are 
very effective in killing .this pest 
'when 'used at the same dilution as for 
the other insect':. Lime sulphur so- 
lution as imUimily vised ior kitting 
'rust mile, is also very effective if 
nicotine sulphate is added 1 to 800 
It is suggested that nicotine dust be 


j added to the dust used in controlling 
<iust mites. At the present time the 
aphids are 
distributed 
irregularly 


oveijHhe gioves, being confined most- 
ly to the trees which are shewing the 
June flush o£ growth. 
It is urged 


that the growers spot dust or spray 
their groves by giving special atten- 
tion to these infested trees. It is felt 
by this method, the numbers which 
will later attack the June growth wil 
be greatly reduced. In groves where 
active means have been taken to com- 
bat this insect it is evident that much 
new growth has been saved.
